prison at Milan, Mich. 
Stephan was convicted in fed­ 
eral court here of aiding the flight 
of a Nazi flier escaped from a 
Canadian concentration camp. 
"The life of this traitor, Max 
Stephan, is 
less valuable than 
the lives of our loyal sons which 
are being glvqn in the cause of 
the United States,” 
said Judge 
Tuttle in pronouncing sentence. 
We have been too soft, to the 
extent of being mushy. There are 
too many in the sob squad and 
too few in the fighting squad 
This is no ordinary war. We talk 
of soldiers and we think of death 
not in figures of thousands but in 
figures of millions. If the lives of 
many of our boys are to be taken 
to help such a cause, this court 
should not hesitate to take the 
life of one traitor if it, in turn

The production of rubber from 
grain, even under the present pro­ 
gram, Mr. Roosevelt said, would 
require almost 100,000,000 bushels.

billion. 
Tha rubber factories thamsalvaa 
won't cost tha billion. A larger 
item Is tbs expense of tha new 
plants to produce the raw ma­ 
terials —• the butadiene, alcohol, 
styrene and acrilonitryies, <to name 
only big bulk stuff. 
No nation ever tried to set up 
10 huge a business In so short 
a time. That time Is two years 
from Pearl H arbor — that is, a 
capacity by the end of 1943 of 
800.000 tons a year, which Is about 
200.000 tons more than America’s 
peacetime rubber use. 
From one point of view It Is 
the 
richest 
prize 
ever 
dangled 
before 
Industry.

another,

r i s c o , a great cafe entertainer on his own account 
for many years, grabbed me by the arm In 
LJndy’s the other evening and held me firmly until 
he had delivered himself of the opinion that one oC 
tbe greateet entertainers in that field that ever 
lived was Happy Nnlty. Or maybe it 
waa Noltgk 
Fiisco’s famous stu tter garbled the pronunciation. 
Happy was out of Philadelphia and Frisco « aid he 
wa« dynamite on a cafe floor. I never happened to 
see the gentleman but I m ust accept FVisco’s judg> 
m ent on any oafe entertainer. He was contemporaa« 
eous with all those of the last 25 years in Chicago, 
New York and elsewhere. 
Frisco said he thought the all-time greatest cafs 
singer was Bee Palmer, a slim little girl with a clond 
of sunshine for hair, who came out of the (Chicago 
night spots years beck as a protege of tbe pianist A1 
Slegal to become one of the sensations of her time. 
AI long has made a specialty of singing proteges. He 
brought out Ethel Merman and Ck>nnle Russell and 
now Ims Susan Miller. 
, 
Flo Zlegfeld put Bee In a Follies production and 
Prieco said she was not very good a t first. In fact, 
Flo was going to close her after the opening nfght 
In New York, but Frisco told the great showman to 
put the’ glrl in the midnight show on the New Am­ 
sterdam roof which followed the regular performance 
downstairs. The roof was an elaborate night club.

IGGIE followed Frisco’s advice and In surround­ 
ings more fam iliar to her than the lah-de-deh 
theater. Bee “killed the people”, as Frisco says. Be­ 
sides singing. Bee wa* one of the first great expo­ 
nents of the “shimmy", a so-called dance that had 
a brief rage. Mae W est used to do a neat "shimmy" 
before she went dram atic and CUda Gray w ai another 
artist in that line, though the hula later became more 
her specialty. But Bee Palm er always will be re­ 
membered as a singer rather than a dancer. 
She was w hat is now known a* a “hot" singer, 
with a delivery and personality that never have 
been duplicated by any other performer. I am inclined 
to agree with Frisco that on a cafe floor she bad 
no peers. She took command of a scene of that 
nature as soon as she appeared, as Ethel Merman 
now take* command of a stage the instant she 
walks on. I think Merman has more of what you 
might call authority on the stage than any other 
performer since Nora Bayes.

Frisco, w bjse 
right name 
is Louis Josephs, 
originated a style of dancing with a derby hat and 
a big cigar ae his chief props that soon became the 
most im itated piece of business in the world of 
entertainm ent. His Im itators were alm ost Frisco’s 
ruin. Of late years he has relied more on comedy 
than daincing. He got the nickname of Frisco long 
before he ever saw San Francisco, though many 
think tbe monicker came from some association 
wHh the city.

o r years he has done his dancing to the tune of 
“Darktown Strutters Ball" and has made that 
piece of music well nigh synonymous with his name. 
Howevez, at first he used another tune, picking up 
“Darktown Strutters” from Hedges Brothers and 
JUcobson, a team of cafe entprtainers that took it to 
Chicago from San Francisco along with “Some ef 
■niese Days." That song later became 
closely 
identified with the great Sophie Tucker, now and 
for years past one of the topnotch cafe performers. 
If memory serves, the same man wrote both songs 
—Sheldon Brooks, a colore^i pianist and entertainer. 
“Darktown Strutters Ball" rem ains to this day one 
of the liveliest and m ost characteristic tunes ever 
written, while “Some Of These Days,” especially 
when Sophie iringa it. is etill about the torcbiest of 
the torches.

The Science Corner

Q.—Is it true that the sun’s heating effect is 
greater the higher It is in the sky? 
A.—Yes. This arises from the fact that when the 
sun is low, a beam of sunlight, let us say, a yard 
square would be spread over several square yard# of 
the surface of the earth. On the other hand. If the 
sun were directly overhead, the yard-equare b^ m 
would cover only one square yard of ground, and 
thus It would be much more concentrated. That is 
why we have summer beginning In June in the 
northern hemisphere when the sun is high, and 
winter in December when It is low. 


Q.—Do onions make good poultices? 
A.—Yes, onions often are used for poultices. They 
act as a convenient eource of heat and moletare, and 
are a local stim ulant As a food they supply us w ith 
vitamin B2, that vitamin which improves our growth 
and promotes our general health. From them, also, 
w© obtain protein m aterials, potassium, sulphur, 
iron, and small amounts of some other essential» 
for good health.

Recipe For Incendiaries 
a JANY an air raid warden studying his instruct 
^ 
tions has twittered restlessly over the lately 
repealed instructions for controlling an incendiary 
bomb. There was something intrinsically nerve- 
wracking about the idea of dealing with that par­ 
ticular device of German barbarism by spraying 
It gently and hoping It wouldn’t disintegrate. The 
American instinct is to squirt a full stream on It 
and take the consequences, which couldn’t be much 
worse than the suspense, at that. The American 
recipe, however, was borrowed outright from the 
British, because they had had the benefit of ex­ 
perience. 
Squirting is the way to do it now. however. The 
fine spray method has its point, but it is too slow 
tor dealing with more than one bomb at a time. 
Futherm ore, it is based on the theory that the 
bomb must be allowed to burn Itself out. whkh 
made no allowance for the persistency of German 
barbarism. It Is hardly to be imagined that the Ger­ 
mans wouldn’t see the possibility In time of fixing 


paying most of the building bill. 
Contracts are written so that 
at the end of the war the govern­ 
ment will be owner of the plants 
which make the synthetics for 
tires. That is the general plan, 
but there are no specific figures. 
The fact behind this Is an ex­ 
pense so huge that no private 
Industrialist or corporation can 
afford now to take the risks. 
After the war some of the big 
concerns — petroleum, rubber or 
chemical—-may find it profitable to 
take over the government plants, 
at a reduced price. 
Political support for this will 
be possible from a large number 
of voters whose Jobs by then may 
depend 
on 
continuance 
of 
an 
American synthetic rubber indus­ 
try. The farm bloc Is likely to 
contribute similar votes, because 
ae the rubber program now stands, 
much of the raw material will be 
grain and other crops, perhaps 
like potatoes, which easily 
are 
converted into alcohol and thence 
Into butadiene for synthetic rub­ 
ber. 
Sentiment also will help 
the 
growth of the rubber plum. Not 
only Thomas A. Edison, but many 
scientists and Industrialists whose 
names never attracted attention, 
started a quarter of a century ago 
to make America independent In 
rubber 
— 
against 
exactly 
the 
emergency that has occurred. 
There is another angle. What­ 
ever happens to the billion dol­ 
lar plum, a lot. of smaller fruits 
are certain from the same plum 
tree. 
Those will be the synthetic rub­ 


ber* that are better than natural 
rubber. Already at the time of I 
Pearl Harbor the United States 
was producing more than 11,000 
tons yearly of rubber synthetics 
which could be sold because they 
did some Jobs better than hevea 
tree sap. 
Now science is making advance* 
in all branches of synthetic rub­ 
ber. Thlokol, tbs old sulphur *yn-| 
thetlc rubber, has been altered 
within three months in a secret 
way to make at least usable tire 
retreads. 
Standard OII of New Jersey has 
a new substance, reported within 
the last month, which will do a 
similar job. 
The scientific discoveries — un­ 
predictable — at best can be so 
good that the synthetic rubber 
plum will be worth far more than 
u million dollars. 
At worst they assure in a new 
rubber 
industry, 
which in any 
other period than war woald be 
hailed 
as 
a 
major 
Industrial 
achievement. 
AMERICAN farmers may get In 
on two rubber plums. One is 
their cut of the synthetic raw 
materials. The other is domestic 
rubber crops to compete with th* 
hevea tree. 
Well known Is gnayule, south­ 
western desert rubber shrub, tor 
development 0 which congress 
appropriated 92,000,000.

One Of Greatest Cafe Artists Gives 
Us His All-Star Lineup With Lovely 


Bee Palmer As The Top Light

FRISCO, a great cafe entertainer on his own account 
for many years, grabbed me by the arm in 
Lindy** the other evening and held me firmly until 
he had delivered himself of the opinion that one of 
the greatest entertainers in that field that ever 
lived was Happy Nnlty. Or maybe it wa* Nolle* 
Frisco’s famous stutter garbled the pronunciation. 
Happy was out of Philadelphia and Frisco said he 
wee dynamite on a cafe floor. I never happened to 
see the gentleman but I must accept Frisco’s Judg­ 
ment on any cafe entertainer. He was contemporan­ 
eous with all those of the laet 25 years in Chicago* 
New York and elsewhere. 
Frisco said he thought the all-time greatest cafe 
singer was Bee Palmer, a slim little girl with a cloud 
of sunshine for hair, who came out of the Chloago 
night spots years back as a protege of the pianist Al 
Siegal to become one of the sensations of her time. 
Al long has made a specialty of singing proteges. He 
brought out Ethel Merman and Connie Russell and 
now 1ms Susan Miller. 
v 
Flo Ziegfeld put Bee In a Follies production and 
Frisco said she was not very good at first In fac t 
Flo was going to close her after the opening night 
In New York, hut Frisco told the great showman to 
put the girl In the midnight show on the New Am­ 
sterdam roof which followed the regular performance 
downstairs. The roof was an elaborate night dub. 


RIGGIE followed Frisoo’s advice and In surround- 
• lug* more familiar to her than the lah-de-dah 
theater. Bee “killed the people”, as Frisco says. Be­ 
sides singing, Bee wa* one of the first great expo­ 
nents of the “shimmy”, a so-called dance that had 
a brief rage. Mas West used to do a neat “shimmy” 
before she went dramatic and GHda Gray was another 
artist in that line, though the hula later became mere 
her specialty. But Bee Palmer always will be re­ 
membered as a singer rather than a dancer. 
She was what is now known as a “hot’’ singer, 
with a delivery and personality that never have 
been duplicated by any other performer. I am inclined 
to agree with Frisco that on a cafe floor she had 
no peers. She took command of a scene of that 
nature as soon as she appeared, as Ethel Merman 
now takes command of a stage the instant she 
walks on. I think Merman has more of what you 
might call authority on the stage than any other 
performer since Nora Bayes. 
I 
Frisco, whose right name is Louis Josephs, 
originated a style of dancing with a derby hat and 
a big cigar ae his chief props that soon became th* 
most imitated piece of business in the world of 
entertainment. His imitator® were almost Frisco’s 
ruin. Of late years he has relied more on comedy 
than dancing. He got the nickname of Frisco long 
before he ever saw San Francisco, though many 
think the monicker came from some association 
with the city. 
FOR years he has done his dancing to the tune of 
“Darktown Strutters Ball" and has mads that 
piece of music well nigh synonymous with his name. 
However at first he used another tune, picking up 
“Darktown Strutters” from Hedges Brothers and 
Jkcobsou, a team of cafe entertainers that took It to 
Chicago from San Francisco along with “Some ef 
These Days.” That song later became closely 
identified with the great Sophie Tucker, now and 
for years past one of the topnotch cafe performers. 
If memory serves, the same man wrote both songs 
—Sheldon Brooks, a colored pianist and entertainer. 
' Darktown Strutters Ball’’ remains to this day one 
of the liveliest and most characteristic tunes ever 
written, while “Some Of These Days,” especially 
when Sophie wings it, is still about the torchiest of 
the torches. It never hag lost its quality for “killing 
the people,” to quote Frisco.

The Science Corner 
By L. A. HAWKINS 
Q.—Is it true that the sun’s heating effect is 
greater the higher it is in the sky? 
A.—Yes. This arises from the fact that when the 
sun is low, a beam of sunlight, let us say, a yard 
square would be spread over several square yards of 
the surface of the earth. On the other hand, if the 
sun were directly overhead, the yard-equare beam 
would cover only one square yard of ground, and 
thus it would be much more concentrated. That is 
why we have summer beginning in June in the 
northern hemisphere when the sun is high, and 
winter in December when it is low. 


Q — Do onion* make good poultices? 
A.—Yes, onions often are used for poultices. They 
act as a convenient source of heat and moisture, and 
are a local stimulant. As a food they supply us with 
vitamin B2, that vitamin which improves our growth 
and promote* our general health. From them, also, 
we obtain protein materials, potassium, sulphur, 
iron, and small amounts of some other essentials 
for good health.

Tay lor To Testify On Supply 


And Allocations Situation

WASHINGTON, Aug. 6—Senate 
adv ocates of a cargo-carrler expan­ 
sion program that would defeat the 
submarine menace searched today 
for a solution of the steel problem, 
which led the maritime commission 
to swamp the plan of A. J. Higgins. 
New Orleans shipbuilder, to make 
200 Liberty ships. 
The defense inv estigating com­ 
mittee called Reese Taylor, chief 
of the iron and steel div ision of the 
War Production Board, to tell what 
he could of the steel supply end 
allocations. 
Chairman Truman (D) of Mis­ 
souri, meanwhile, condemned the 
nav y department’s bureau of ships 
for "negligence and wilful miscon­ 
duct” In dealing with a "v ehicle im­ 
portant to the success of any in­ 
v asion attempt.” 
Truma n Cha rg es ’Bia s’ 
He transmitted a committee re­ 
port to Secretary of the Nav y Knox 
as a basis for his charges, leav ing 
It to the nav y to decide whether 
the reports should be made public. 
Truman also accused the bureau 
of ships of “biased and prejudiced 
treatment” of the Higgins indus­ 
tries in Insisting that the ship­ 
yard use models of the bureau’s de­ 
sign "despite the repeated failures 
thereof.” Whether he referred to 
the Liberty ships, or to other 
boats that hav e been built by Hig­ 
gins was not stated. 
“That the war effort has not 
suffered an irreparable Injury is 
due largely to the ability and 
energy of Higgins Industries, Inc., 
and to Its repeated criticism of 
the shortcomings of the designs 
prepared by the bureau of ships," 
the Truman letter to Secretary 
Knox said. 
What the committee sought to 
learn today was why the maritime 
commission had to cancel the Hig­ 
gins contract for assembly line 
production of the Liberty ships 
The commission gav e a shortage 
ot steel as the reason.

AMDEN, Ind.—Claude R. Wickard. secretary o f agri­ 
culture, no t o nly preaches that "fo o d will win the 
war**—he helps pro duce It o n bis fertile 38 0-acre In­ 
diana farm. 
His father, Andrew Jackso n Wickard, and his daugh­ 
ter, Ann, a Purdue university so pho mo re, are running 
the farm while he devo tes himself to leading America’s 
army o f the so il in the greatest fo o d pro ductio n pro ­ 
gram the wo rld has yet seen. 
But the cabinet member manages to lo o k o n his "Fair 
Acres” farm near here o nce In a while. On these o cca- 
slo ns he slips into o veralls and takes a turn at the 
cho res himself. 
Wickard and co rn-planting time arrived to gether at 
•Tair Acres” this year. He pro mptly do nno d a pair o f 
patched o veralls fo und his wo rn felt hat o n the peg 
where he had left It, and jumped back In the harness 


he lo ves. 
He climbed abo ard a tracto r to plant co m and ao y 
beans—bo th cro ps vital to the war pro gram. He fed 
the ho gs. One day he dro ve his truck to Camden, his 
o fficial ho me to wn, fo r a lo ad o f feed 
The co rn and feed were fo r Wlckard’s ®00 head o f 
Hampshire ho gs, fro m which he’ll fill his po rk pro duc­ 
tio n quo ta. The so y bean cro p, substantially larger this 
year than In pre-war 19 41, will go Into plastics fo r air­ 
planes and war wo rkers’ helmets, glue fo r the navy to 
to use In laminating hulls and decks o f mo squito bo ats, 
and o ils, bo th edible and fo r paints. 
He fo und his herd o f Angus and sho rtho rn cattle were 
fattening nicely. Because repair parts are harder to get. 
he checked his two tracto rs and fo und them in perfect 
running o rder. The barns, to o , were in tipto p shape, 
A full afterno o n was spent with Daughter Ann in go ing 
o ver the bo o ks, so , he explained, ” we kno w where we 
stand.” To gether they wo rked o ut next year’s farm 


plan, checking o ff fields that will need gro und limesto ne 
and planned cro p ro tatio n. 
Mrs. Wickard, also , kept busy during the three-day 
stay. She fed the chickens, baked a few o f the secretary’s 
favo rite pies and packed a large, ho me-cured ham to 
carry back to their Washingto n ho me. Betty, the Wick- 
ard‘8 o ther child, a 19 40 graduate o f Purdue University, 
also busied herself with light cho res. 
The co rn planting do ne, the Wlckards bo arded a train 
fo r their 14-ho urs jaunt back to Washingto n. The sec- 
retary-fanner o f "Fair Acres" had acquired a new co at 
o f tan and a few aching muscles, but he felt mo re fit to 
resume bis task o f supervising the natio n’s fo o d pro duc­ 
tio n pro gram. 
Said Wickard, "Fo o d, go o d fo o d and plenty o f it Is 
o ne o f the best missio naries fo r demo cracy that I 
kno w. Let’s have plenty o f it to spread the go spel when 
the time co mes, and let’s tell Euro pe’s millio ns mean­ 
while that we’re ready to help them o ut—o nce they 
g et rid o f the Nazis.”

“Food Will Win The War” —Secretory of Agriculture Wickard

AMDEN. Ind.—Claude R. Wickard. secretary of agri­ 
culture, not only preaches that “food will win the 
war”—he helps produce it on his fertile 380-acre In­ 
diana farm. 
His father, Andrew Jackson Wickard, and his daugh­ 
ter, Ann, a Purdue university sophomore, are running 
tie farm while he devotes himself to leading America’s 
army of the soil In the greatest food production pro­ 
gram the world has yet seen. 
But the cabinet member manages to look on his “Fair 
Acres” farm near here once In a while. On these occa­ 
sions he slips Into overalls and takes a turn at the 
chores himself. 
Wickard and corn-planting time arrived together at 
T air Acres” this year. He promptly donned a pair of 
{latched overalls found his worn felt hat on the peg 
Where he had left It, and jumped back in the harness 


he loves. 
He climbed aboard a tractor to plant corn and soy 
beans—both crops vital to the war program. He fed 
the hogs. One day he drove his truck to Camden, his 
official home town, for a load of feed. 
The corn and feed were for Wlckard’s HOO head of 
Hampshire hogs, from which he’ll fill his pork produc­ 
tion quota. The soy bean crop, substantially larger this 
year than In pre-war 1941, will go Into plastics for air­ 
planes and war workers’ helmets, glue for the navy to 
to use In laminating bulls and decks of mosquito boats, 
and oils, both edible and for paints. 
He found his herd of Angus and shorthorn cattle were 
fattening nicely. Because repair parts are harder to get, 
he checked his two tractors and found them in perfect 
running order. The barns, too, were in tiptop shape. 
A full afternoon was spent with Daughter Ann in going 
over the books, so, he explained, “we know where we 
stand.” Together they worked out next year’s farm 


plan, checking off fields that will need ground limestone 
and planned crop rotation. 
Mrs. Wickard, also, kept busy during the three-day 
stay. She fed the chickens, baked a few of the secretary’s 
favorite pies and packed a large, home-cured ham to 
carry back to their Washington home. Betty, the Wlck- 
ard s other child, a 1940 graduate of Purdue University, 
also busied herself with light chores. 
The corn planting done, the Wlckards boarded a train 
for their 14-hours Jaunt back to Washington. The sec- 
retary-farmer of "Fair Acres” had acquired a new coat 
of tan and a few aching muscles, but he felt more fit to 
resume his task of supervising the nation’s food produc­ 
tion program. 
Said Wickard, “Food, good food and plenty of it Is 
one of the best missionaries for democracy that I 
know. Let’s have plenty of It to spread the gospel when 
the time comes, and let’s tell Europe's millions mean­ 
while that we’re ready to help them out—once they 
get rid of the Nazis.”
